1. POLICY AND PROCEDURES EOR NEW INDOCHINA LONG-RANGE 
PAROLE PROGRAM (IPP-LRP) EOR 25,000 INDOCHINESE BOAT AND 
LAND REEUGEES AUTHORIZED JUNE 14, 1978, WILL BE ESSENTIALLY 
SIMILAR TO THOSE USED EOR LAND CAMP CASES UNDER IPP-77 
AND IPP-78. 

2. OF THE 25,000 PAROLE NUMBERS PROVIDED BY IPP-LRP TO BE 
USED PRIOR TO MAY 1, 1979, ONE HALF (12,500) WILL BE 
ASSIGNED TO LAND CAMP CASES AND ONE HALE (12,500) WILL BE 
ASSIGNED TO BOAT CAMP CASES. 

3. BANGKOK AND INS DISTRICT DIRECTOR, HONG KONG, WILL 
ARRANGE TO BEGIN INTERVIEWS OE BEST QUALIEIED PRE- 
AUGUST 11, 1977, LAND CAMP REEUGEES TO BRING TOTAL OE

4. THE CRITERIA TO BE APPLIED IN THE SELECTION OE

CLOSE RELATIVES ARE DEFINED AS SPOUSE, PARENT, SON,

THE PRINCIPAL RELATIVE MUST HAVE ENTERED THE U.S. BEFORE 
JUNE 14, 1978, IN ORDER TO CONFER ELIGIBILITY ON A REEUGEE

CATEGORY 11. FORMER U.S. GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES WHO HELD

THE COMMUNIST REGIME. EXAMPLES IN THIS CATEGORY INCLUDE 
THE FOLLOWING: 

(A) FORMER EMPLOYEES OF U.S. FOUNDATIONS, U.S. VOLUNTARY 
AGENCIES, OR REPUTABLE U.S. BUSINESS FIRMS WHO HELD 
SUPERVISORY OR OTHERWISE MEANINGFUL OSITIONS FOR AT 
LEAST ONE YEAR SUBSEQUENT TOJANUARY I, 1962, OR OTHER 
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WORKERS EMPLOYED BY SUCH U.S. ORGANIZATIONS EOR AT LEAST

CATEGORY IV. REFUGEES NOT ACCEPTED BY A THIRD COUNTRY, 

NOT WITHIN CATEGORIES I, IL OR III, WHO BECAUSE OF 
OBVIOUSLY COMPELLING REASONS SHOULD BE GRANTED PAROLE 
ON HUMANITARIAN GROUNDS. EXAMPLES OF THIS CATEGORY ARE:

6. PRINCIPAL APPLICANTS WILL CONFER ELIGIBILITY ON AC- 
COMPANYING CLOSE RELATIVES DEFINED AS SPOUSE, PARENT, 
GRANDPARENT, OR UNMARRIED SON, DAUGHTER, SIBLING, OR GRAND 
CHILD. ON AN INDIVIDUAL BASIS, OTHER MORE DISTANT AC- 
COMPANYING RELATIVES MAY ALSO BE CONSIDERED CLOSE 
RELATIVES IF THEY ARE DEPENDENT ON THE PRINCIPAL APPLICANT 
AND WOULD OTHERWISE BE LEFT BEHIND. 

7. THE JUDGMENT OF THE INTERVIEWING REFUGEE OPERATIONS 

OFFICERS AND THE INS OFFICER WILL BE THE DETERMINING 
FACTOR FOR ACCEPTANCE IN ALL OF THE ABOVE CATEGORIES. 

THE FINAL DECISION RESTS WITH INS. 

8. INSTRUCTIONS REGARDING A STATEMENT OF GUARANTEE OF 
ACCEPTANCE TO THE U.S. OF IMPERILED BOAT REFUGEES (I.E., 

THOSE PICKED UP AT SEA BY U.S. FLAG OR U.S. OWNED VESSELS) 

WILL REMAIN IN FORCE. NUMBERS WILL BE DEDUCTED FROM THE 
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IPP-LRP TOTAL FOR ALL REFUGEES ADMITTED UNDER THOSE 
CIRCUMSTANCES. IF THE 1,500 NUMBERS PROVIDED IN PARA-
